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Swine’s Idea on Indigent Problem 


Senator Ralph Swing has introdueed in the state legislature 
a bill to solve the alien indigent problem in California—and it 
should have universal support. The measure provides that state 
relief funds may be used to return alien indigents to the eoun- 
try of their birth. ‘To us that appears to be a really practical 
method of dealing with this perplexing problem—and the first 


such suggestion that has been made since relief reached alarm- 
ing proportions. 


There is no doubt that the numerous aliens in California 
who are unable fo maintain and support themselves are a grow- 


ing menace—imany of them even drawing more funds from the 
state treasury than our own needy people are able to secure. 
In commenting upon the situation, the San Bernardino Evening 
Telegram says: 

“The funds upon which they subsist are thus diverted 


from the needy among our people who have a claim upon 
us and are entitled to such assistance as we are able to give 
them. 


“Nor is that all of the story. The presence of these 
aliens in such numbers, thousands upon thousands in Los 
Angeles county alone, complicates our relief program and 
increases the burden upon California taxpayers. 

“Obviously these aliens eannot be permitted to starve 
once they are here, although they came uninvited, are un- 
welcome and have no basis upon which to appeal to us for 
aid except a common humanity. 

‘But the promptings of sheer decency cannot be denied. 
They must be fed, clothed and sheltered so long as they are 
With us Any other policy. would be a reflection upon the 
humanitarianism impulses of California. 

“Senator Swing obviously realizes the truth of the 
above in providing that these aliens shall be returned to 
the country whence they came. It is the only logical and 
common sense method of handling the problem which con- 
fronts us, 

"So long as these aliens are here, the question will con- 
stantly recur and be a topic of continued bickering because 
there are sentimentalists among us who contribute nothing 
toward the maintenance of government themselves and 
are too stupid to understand the profundity of the eco- 
nomic problem involved. 

“The expenditure of state funds to send these aliens 
home would be a wise policy. It is much to be hoped the 
legislature will see the advisability of adopting it.” 


Another indigent problem that is great in California has 
been brought about by the many thousands of needy persons 
who have come from other states of our own nation—and that 
is one in which California will have to have some help in solv- 
ing. Many of these have been misled by the propaganda that 
jobs are plentiful and wages are high in California—while still 
many others come because this state is much more generous in 
its relief payments than other states. 

No doubt about the problem which confronts us—but how 
will it be solved? It is going to be up to Uncle Sam to ‘‘kick 


in’’ with assistance in money—or the states from which they 
come. Californians should not be compelled to support those 


who come here simply because the relief payments are gen- 
erous.

Progress Depends on Love of Work 


The United States’ greatest contribution to life is the eon- 
ception that labor is something dignified and desirable for 
everyone, declares Channing Pollock, distinguished playwright, 
author and publicist, in the Rotarian magazine. Work is its 
own reward, he believes, for nobody ever did anything well, or 
got anywhere, without joy in his job, and that is as true of 
little jobs as of big ones. 

““We can have neither progress nor prosperity, neither op- 
portunity nor democracy,’’ says Mr. Pollock, ‘‘while any con- 
siderable number of us regard work as an enemy, but—what is 
more to the point—we shall find our dignity equally lessened, 
and our self-respect, and our pleasure in living. 

“There are dirty jobs, dull jobs, devastating jobs, but I 
think there can be few, even of these, that do not give some re- 
turn outside of the pay envelope,’’ he continues. ‘‘It really 
must help to know that you’re pulling your weight, doing your 
bit, and holding your place in the world—at least it must help 
the man whose vision hasn’t been distorted.’’ 

The man who doesn’t find his job too dull or too devastat- 
ing isn’t likely to hold it very long, the playwright says, for 
the majority of successful men started at jobs that may have 
seemed uninteresting, yet of which they were wnashamed and 
unresentful.
